Judge tfann Saccamiisto Illness 

Judge Russell Mann. ex-County 
Judge of Bourbon. Confederate solider 
and prominent lawj er.died at his borne 
on Pleiisaiit etreet is this eitf yeste!-- 
j day afternoon at 1 :30 o'clock after an 
, iiinsss of aevcral weeks of aeaeral ^de- 
I bitity. 

About f.vc weeks ago Jud^e Mann 
j suffered an attack and has since been 
j roufined to his bed, althouKh previous 
to that time ne had a slight illness 
j which confined him to his room for 
I about a weik, the direct cause being 
j rheumatisr.i from which he had been a 
i constant surfeter for a number of 
I years. 

I At the opening of the Civil VVar 
j Jujge Mcnn entered the service of the 
Cunfederate army enlisting in Com- 
pany C. Ninth KenhtiK-ky. in the 
i comr.any c( Capt. Ed Taylor, and serv- 
f d in the command of (ieneral Johr. H. 
i Morgan. In this company he partici- 
' rated in all tlie principal events and 
j campaigns of General Morgan, up to 
! the time the intrepid cavalry 'eador 
! .started with his comnoand on the Ohio 
raid, when the company under Col. W. 
C. J^. Breckinridge was transferred to 
the command of General Wheeler. 

Judge Mann was a native ot Nicho- 
las county, but eariy in iife moved 
with his parents to Millersburg, where 
they resided for a number of years. 
Prior to bis renaoval to Paris he resid- 
ed on a fiurm and engaged in the pur- 
suit of asricQltare. He began the 
praetiee of law and frat served thi- 
county inlthe capacity of County Attor 
ney. 

I On September 26. 1888. the Bourbon 
Fiscal Court by a unanimous vote 
elected him to the pflice of County 
Judge tu fill the vacancy occasioned by 

the death of Judge Matt Tuiney. and 
served until August 1889 when he was 
nominated by the Ueniiccratic party 
and elected tor a terra of four years. 
In 1>1*4 he was a candidate for re-elec- 
tion but was defeated in the regular 
election by Judge H. C. Howard, who 
succeeded him in January 1^93. 

Under the appointent of Governor J. 
r. VV. Beckham Judge Mann was mw(ie 
Muster Commissioner of the Bourbon 
Circuit Court on June 28. 190.'), which 
olflce he held unti! the time of his 
death. He was a prominent member 
of the Bourbon bar at^d one ot the best 
known attorneys of Central Kentiicity. 

Until his latp illness he has always 
taken an active part in the affairs of 
the Confederate Veterans .Associ- 
ation, of which he vi-ds a member. He 
is butvivtd by \ni> wife, s^iio belore 
marriage was Miss Kate Hutchcraft. 
t*o aoni, Mr. Whittingtcn Mann, of 
Paris, and Attorney F.ay Mann, of 
Louisville, three daughters. Mrs 
Walter Kecney. Mrs. R. S. Swango 
and Mrgs. W. K. Dudley, of Paris.

Nsy Be Wanted In Atluta Fsr 

Murder. 

Thomas Woods, colored, alias Hany 
Matthews, alias Harry Stewart, was 
arrested and landed in jail Monday 
I night by Patrolman Fretl Link, on a 
charge of robbery, and according to in- 
formation may be a fueitive from 
Atlanta, Ga., wanted in that city for 
murder. 

The arrest of Woods came about 
after a week of clever work on the 
part of Patrolman Link, who has been 
on the close lookout for a number of 
thieve:! that have teen opeiating in 
this city. Woods, it is beileved. is at 
the head of an orgranized banc' that 
have centered their opreations on the 
groceries and otbei stores in Paris, 
and have snoeeeded in makins away 
witb a large aaMvat of goods. 

A few weeka eco the News publish- 
ed an account of a very bold and suc- 
eeaafal adiame on tbe part of the 
nefffoaa in the theft of sooda from 
varioaa sraeary atoraa and when the 
matter was nq;Mirted to the police 
Patrolman Link went to wark on the 
case. Sunday night he met Woods on 
the street and on being anable to give 
a satisfactory aceoant of where he had 
been during the night was told by the 
ofTicer to go to his home. This move 
of the oflficer was for the purpose of 
getting an idea of whem the aesro 
was staying. 

Woods succeeded in getting away 
but on iVlonday nighc Patrolman Lmk 
came across him again, ana on this oc- 
casion he was carrying a bundle. Link 
followed him to the reEtaurant of 
Rachel Jelferson on Eighth street, 
whpre hp arrested the necjro who was 
making an effort to dispose of the 
package, which contained a aide of 
bacon, to the negress. 

Woods was employed with a construc- 
tion company here and a companion 
i has given the information to the 
otiicers that the negro is wanted in 
Atlanta, Ga., for murder. Woods ad- 
mitted to the otiicers that he came here 
from Atlanta. The local department 
eoramunicated with the rjoiice depart 
ment of that city, and a reply is ex- 
pected at any time. It is said a big 
reward is offered for the capture of 
the Atlanta murderer, and in case 
Woods should be the mall Wsnted by 
the Atlanta police, this reward will go 
to Patrolman Link. 

Will Smith, a negro, who it is said 
has been associated with Woods and 
others in their operations in Paris 'vas 
arrested Wednesday night by Patrol- 
men Link and McKenney and locked 
up. It is expected the remainder of 
the organized band will be run in 
within the next tew dsys. Their ar- 
rest will have the effect of bresking 
no the boldest band of thieves thst 
ever struck Paris.
